REGLEMENT 


de la Commission internationale de Numismatique 
adopte le 2 septembre 1950, 
modifié le 9 juillet 1953, le 9 septembre 1955 et le 15 septembre 1973. 


Art. 1. But de la Commission. La Commission Numismatique du 
Comité international des Sciences historiques (CISH) est chargée de 
faciliter la coopération des savants de tous pays dans le domaine des 
études numismatiques. 


Art. 2. Composition de la Commission. Sont invités à siéger à la 
Commission Internationale de Numismatique les délégués: 


a. des grands cabinets numismatiques accessibles au public, placés sous 
une direction scientifique; 


b. des organisations et sociétés numismatiques représentatives de chaque 
pays; 
c. des ateliers monétaires nationaux. 
Ces membres payeront une cotisation fixée par le Bureau. 


Art. 3. Séances et votes. La Commission peut tenir une séance à 
l’occasion d’un Congrès international des Sciences historiques; elle doit 
tenir une séance lors de chaque Congrès international de Numismatique 
qui doit &tre organisé en principe tous les six ans. 


Art. 4. Bureau de la Commission. Le Bureau de la Commission 
est composé: 
d’un président, 
d’un ou de deux vice-présidents, 
d’un secrétaire, 
d’un trésorier et 
au moins de 4 et au plus de 7 membres assesseurs. 


Les membres du Bureau sont élus au cours de la réunion de la Com- 
mission, à l’occasion de chaque Congrès international de Numismatique. 
Ils ne sont rééligibles qu’une fois. Leur mandat prendra fin lors du 
2ème congrès suivant leur élection. Le Bureau se réunira au moins une 
fois par an. 


Art. 5. Rôle du Bureau de la Commission. Le Bureau est chargé: 
a. de constituer un centre d’information ; 


b. de préparer les séances de la Commission et les Congrès numismati- 
ques internationaux; 


c. de faire représenter éventuellement la numismatique au cours des 
congrès des sciences connexes; 


d. de faire des rapports sur les propositions des membres de la Commis- 
sion; 


e. de soumettre un programme de travail à la Commission et un budget 
annuel; 


f. de publier un rapport annuel. 


Art. 6. Finances. Les frais d’administration et de publication sont 
couverts par les subventions de la CISH, de ’UNESCO, par les cotisa- 
tions annuelles des institutions membres et par des dons et legs. 


Art. 7. Moyen d’action. La Commission ou son Bureau peuvent 
nommer des conseillers, réunis en sous-commission, pour des travaux 
déterminés. La Commission a le droit de nommer des membres honorai- 
res qui auront les mêmes droits que les représentants des institutions. 


Art. 8. Siege. Le siège de la Commission est celui du Comité inter- 
national des Sciences historiques. 


Art. 9. Modification du règlement. Une modification du règlement 
pourra étre effectuée à la majorité des deux tiers des votes exprimes. 


Art. 10. Dissolution de la Commission. La Commission peut être 
dissoute par la majorité des deux tiers des voix de tous ses membres. 


Translation 
CONSTITUTION 


of the International Numismatic Commission 
adopted on 2 September 1950, 
modified on 9 July 1953, on 9 September 1955, and on 15 September 1973 


Art. 1. Purpose of the Commission. The Numismatic Commission 
of the International Committee of Historical Sciences exists for the pur- 
pose of facilitating cooperation between scholars of different countries in 
the sphere of numismatics. 


Art. 2. Composition of the Commission. Delegates of the following 
organisations will be invited to the Commission: 


a. the greater numismatic collections, open to the public and under a 
scientific direction; 


b. the numismatic organisations and societies representative of each 
country; 


c. the mints of each country. 
These members will pay an annual subscription fixed by the Bureau. 


Art. 3. Meetings and Voting. The Commission may hold a meeting 
on the occasion of an International Congress of Historical Sciences; a 
meeting must be held at each International Congress of Numismatics 
which in principle should take place every six years. 


Art. 4 The Bureau of the Commission consists of: 


a president, 

one or two vice-presidents, 

a secretary, 

a treasurer, and 

at least four and at most seven ordinary members. 


The members are elected at the meeting of the Commission during each 
International Congress of Numismatics. They can be reelected only 
once. Their term ends at the second International Congress of Numisma- 
tics following their election. 


The Bureau shall have at least one annual meeting. 


Art. 5. Duties of the Bureau of the Commission. The duties of the 
Bureau are as follows: 


a. to act as a centre of information; 


b. to arrange meetings of the Commission and International Numisma- 
tic Congresses; 


c. to ensure that numismatics are represented, where possible, at con- 
gresses of related sciences; 


d. to report on proposals made by members of the Commission; 


e. to submit a working programme and an annual budget to the Com- 
mission; 


f. to publish an annual report. 


Art. 6. Finance. Expenses of administration and publication are 
covered by grants from CISH and UNESCO, by the annual subscriptions 
of corporate members, and by gifts and legacies. 


Art. 7. Executive powers. The Commission or the Bureau may 
appoint Committees with specified tasks. 

The Commission may appoint honorary members having the same 
rights as the delegates of the corporate members. 


Art. 8. Seat of the Commission. The seat of the Commission is that 
of the International Committee of Historical Sciences. 


Art. 9. Change of Constitution. A change in the Constitution may 
be made by a majority of two-thirds of the votes cast. 


Art. 10 Dissolution of the Commission. The Commission may be 
dissolved by a majority of two-thirds of the votes of all the members. 


MEETING OF THE BUREAU 
Paris, 18-20 March 1974 


Present: Georges Le RIDER (President, in the chair), Margaret THOMPSON 
(Vice-president), Ryszard KIERSNOWSKI (Vice-president), Otto 
MorkHoLm (Secretary), Herbert A. CAHN (Treasurer), P. 
BERGHAUS, and R. A. G. CARSON. 


Absent: E. BERNAREGGI and O. ILIESCU. 


The President extended a special welcome to the new members of 
the Bureau. 


1. Adoption of the minutes of the meetings of the Bureau on September 
9th 1973 in New York and September 15th 1973 in Washington. 


The minutes were adopted unanimously. 


2. Report by the President for 1973 


The President first expressed the gratitude of the Bureau to the 
Organizing Committee of the New York-Washington Congress and 
especially to its President Margaret Thompson for the excellent ar- 
rangements. 

Secondly he reported on his activities concerning the publication 
of the congress proceedings. In reply to a circular about 80 papers 
in English, French and German had been submitted for publication 
in this volume. Finally the President stated his belief in the im- 
portance of the new activities of the Bureau which would undoubted- 
ly be the result of this meeting. 


3. Report by the Treasurer for 1973 

The accounts for 1973 (printed in Compte-rendu 20/1973, p. 28) 
were adopted unanimously. The Treasurer read the names of the 
following four institutions: Numismatic Society of Ireland, Belfast, 
Società Numismatica Italiana, Milan, Institut fiir Antike Numis- 
matik und Vorislamische Geschichte Mittelasiens, Vienna, and Nu- 
mismatische Kommission der Oesterreichischen Akademie der Wis- 
senschaften, Vienna which were accepted as new members of the 
Commission. In connection with the admission of new members 
it was agreed that the requests for membership should be circulated 
to all members of the Bureau, and, if no objections had been raised 
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within a given time, they should be admitted by a formal letter 
from the President. 

The Treasurer regretted that he was unable to present a proper 
budget for 1974. In the following discussion of economics Professor 
Kiersnowski pointed out that it was unnecessary to print the con- 
tributions in the Compte rendu in different languages. 

The members of the Bureau agreed upon the desirability of obtai- 
ning further grants from UNESCO. 


. Discussion of the proposal by The Royal Numismatic Society, London 
(Martin Price) concerning an annual hoard publication. 

Robert Carson read a letter written by Martin Price on behalf of 
The Royal Numismatic Society in which The RNS declared its deci- 
sion to proceed with an annual publication devoted to hoards, and 
asked the Commission to establish a sub-committee under its aus- 
pices. 

Finally The RNS asked for permission to use the card format 
devised for the Inventory of Greek Coin Hoards. The Commission 
congratulated The RNS and especially Martin Price on the progress 
made, and expressed its favour and good will towards the project. 
However, several difficulties were envisaged especially with regard 
to general coverage in the mediaeval field. Robert Carson was as- 
ked to act as “liaison officer” between the Commission and The RNS 
and it was decided to defer the establishment of a sub-committee 
to a future meeting of the Bureau for which The RNS was asked to 
supply a list of the enlisted contributors as well as a sample or speci- 
men page of the publication. 

The editors were allowed to use the card format from the Inven- 
tory. 


. The points raised on The General Discussion of Numismatic Problems 
in Washington, September 13th, 1973. 


a. Future Congress Publications 

The President gave the opinion of E. S. G. Robinson who was very 
critical with regard to “The Survey of Numismatic Research” and 
strongly in favour of publishing the acts of the Congress. In the 
following discussion some doubts were raised on the usefulness of a 
section on modern numismatics, but the opinion of the majority was 
that a Survey ought to be continued perhaps in a slightly modified 


form with more stress on a critical evaluation of new developments in 
numismatics. 

Herbert Cahn informed the Bureau that a Survey would be 
published in connection with the next Congress in Switzerland. 
Prompted by a letter from Professor Göbl, Vienna it was decided 
that a request for off-prints of all relevant material to the various 
editors should be inserted in the numismatic periodicals and that the 
editors should be allowed to write for off-prints and review-copies 
in the name of the Commission. 

Herbert Cahn informed the Bureau in greater detail on the arrange- 
ments concerning the publication of the acts of the 1973-Congress. 
Herbert Cahn and Georges Le Rider have assumed responsibility as 
general editors, and the expenses would be met by The International 
Association of Professional Numismatists. Any eventual profit would 
be placed at the disposal of The CIN for future congress publications. 


b. Inventory of Collections of Ancient Coins 


A letter from Tony Hackens, describing the present state of his 
project and asking for patronage of the Commission, was read by the 
President. The members of the Bureau agreed on the usefulness of 
the publication and extended to Dr. Hackens and his collaborators 
the patronage of the Commission for the assembling of information 
from the various countries. The Bureau further recommended that a 
special effort should be made to include the smaller and less known 
collections in local museums and asked for a specimen page to be 
presented at its next meeting. 


c. Reproductions and Imitations 


Herbert Cahn informed the Bureau of the service of identification 
and authentification run by the IAPN through Mr. P. Seaby, London. 
In the following discussion there was a general agreement that it was 
dangerous for Museums to issue certificates. Museum officials should 
only express their opinion, not give a verdict on any numismatic 
object. 

The question of imitations issued by official institutions and pri- 
vate firms was next discussed. It was agreed that the Commission 
should discourage this practice in order to protect the collectors and 
save the working time of museum staffs. Moreover the general inte- 
rests of numismatics demanded that an end be put to this commercial 
speculation. 
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d. Reprint of Numismatic Books 


It was agreed that the Commission ought to protest against re- 
prints without date and published under another title than the original 
one. 

Publishing firms should be encouraged to consult specialists in the 
various fields and it was recommended that a bibliography of recent 
literature and/or a short introductory note should be added to the 
reprints as has been done for instance in Czechoslovakia. 


e. Greek Imperial City Coins 


The Bureau recognized the idealistic motives behind the project of 
Dr. Klimowsky but still found great difficulty in the realisation of 
his plans and could not engage the Commission at this stage. 

Concerning the plea of Martin Price for a separation of Greek im- 
perial series in the trays of the various museums it was felt that this 
should be left to the discretion of the keepers in charge. 

The suggestion of Professor Maria Alföldi that future publications 
of Greek city coins should restrict themselves to illustrating only new 
and unpublished dies was interesting but difficult to realize owing to 
the absence of a comprehensive central file of the material. 


The Symposion in Poland 


Professor Kiersnowski reported on the arrangements concerning 
the Symposion in Poland which generally followed the lines of the 
very succesful meeting in Prague 1970. It should take place in 1976. 
It might possibly be divided between Warsaw (3 days) and Budapest 
(2 days). The theme should be Les Imitations et les Falsifications 
monelaires dans l'Antiquité et dans le Moyen Age. The intention is 
to publish 5 general reports before the Symposion dealing with 
aspects of Terminology, Economics, Law, Technique, and Cultural 
History. 

The finances for the Symposiom were limited and presumably 
the participants would have to pay both travel expenses and the 
costs of their stay. The number of participants should be restricted 
to about 60. 

Finally Professor Kiersnowski asked for the patronage of the Com- 
mission, for its help in screening the applications, and for the assistan- 
ce of the Secretariat in circulating announcements and programme. 

The President expressed the admiration and gratitude of the Bu- 
reau and assured Professor Kiersnowski of the patronage of the Com- 
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mission and its general help in all practical matters. The Secretary 
similarly offered the assistance of the Secretariat. 


Other Business 


a. Report concerning The International Numismatic Congress in Berne. 


Herbert Cahn reported on the preparatory work in Switzerland. 
The practical arrangements concerning hotel accomodation, trans- 
portation, excursions, programme for accompanying persons etc. 
would be taken care of by The Tourist Office of Berne. 

The Congress would take place from 10th - 14th September 1979 
while the Swiss Numismatic Society intended to celebrate its 100- 
years jubilee in Fribourg on the 8th - 9th September the same year. 

A Swiss general organizing Committee had been established. In 
addition 4 sub-committees would take care of finance, hospitality, 
scientific programme, and publication. Mr. Otto Wenger, Berne was 
appointed as General Secretary. 

Herbert Cahn further explained that it was too early for a specific 
budget but that he hoped to present one at the next meeting of the 
Bureau. The Swiss banks provided a likely source for income. Com- 
pared with the New York/Washington budget there would be no tra- 
vel subsidies, no expenses for exhibitions and for transportation 
between cities, as the Congress would be concentrated in Berne. 

In the discussion which followed the President proposed that this 
Congress should be officially numbered as the 9th International 
Numismatic Congress. He further raised the question of simultan- 
eous translation of the papers. As this would presumably be too 
expensive it might be preferable to solve the language question by 
distribution of summaries before the lectures. 

Several members of the Bureau pointed to the need for more time 
for discussion. It was agreed that some kind of limitation of the 
number of communications might be necessary and that papers dea- 
ling with methodological questions or general problems should be 
preferred. 

The question of a central theme for the Congress was discussed and 
Robert Carson put forward the possibility of a central theme laid 
down for each section. 


b. The scope and content of the Compte rendu 


The future of the yearly Compte rendu was discussed. It was ge- 
nerally agreed that, so far as finances permitted, the Compte rendu 
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should be extended by the inclusion of small papers and notes of gene- 
ral interest to the numismatic world. The general problems discus- 
sed by the Bureau and its sub-committees should be treated in grea- 
ter detail. As examples of papers were mentioned: a general record 
of more important scientific projects in all fields of numismatics, 
for instance in the form of a survey of the projects undertaken at one 
of the larger coin cabinets; a list of courses in numismatics at various 
universities or alternatively a list of scholars giving lectures in nu- 
mismatics. It was agreed that Herbert Cahn should give more de- 
tailed information of the Congress in Berne and Ryszard Kiersnowski 
on the Symposion in Warsaw. 

Moreover the President undertook to write on the question of imi- 
tations and forgeries and Robert Carson to report on the scientific 
activities at the British Museum Department of Coins. These ma- 
nuscripts should be delivered before December 1974. 


c. Numismatic documentation 


Herbert Cahn introduced the discussion on the possibilities of using 
modern computer techniques in recording numismatic material. So- 
me members expressed a certain scepticism, especially concerning the 
initial efforts necessary to make the material ready for computeriz- 
ing. Herbert Cahn was encouraged to pursue his negotiations with 
Deutsches Rechenzentrum, Darmstadt, and the President declared 
his willingness to support the negotiations by letter. 


d. Recruitment of new members 


It was agreed that it was highly desirable to augment the number 
of member-institutions, especially in the countries which were not 
represented in the Commission. 20-25 new members would mean an 
additional yearly income of about 3000 s.frs. Margaret Thompson 
undertook to contact various institutions in the U.S.A. The Comp- 
te rendu sould be given a wider circulation as a means of propaganda 
for the Commission. After a preparatory exploration the President 
would contact the suitable institutions by letter. 


e. Finances 


Herbert Cahn raised the question of the financial connection be- 
tween the Commission and Comite International des Sciences Histo- 
riques. It was agreed that the President should contact the Secre- 
tary General of CISH, Professor Michel Francois. 


It was decided that the Commission should not arrange a Plenary 
Session during the Historical Congress in San Francisco 1975. 

All members agreed that it would be highly desirable if the Com- 
mission after acquisition of the necessary funds could offer financial 
support to publications of general numismatic interest. Margaret 
Thompson pointed especially to the economic difficulties in produc- 
ingthe Sylloge Nummorum Graecorum, while the President strongly 
advocated the establishment of a numismatic prize to be given by 
the Commission to numismatic publications of outstanding quality. 


f. Lexicon Iconographicum Mythologiae Classicae 


Herbert Cahn reported on the work on the Lexicon Iconographi- 
cum Mythologiae Classicae and stressed the importance of the nu- 
mismatic material for this project. It was agreed that the Commis- 
sion should recommend to the major coin collections to cooperate in, 
establishing a card file of mythological representations on ancient 
coins which would be especially important for collecting the illustra- 
tions for the Lexicon. It was understood that the requests for illustra- 
tions should be distributed among the collections in order not to place 
too heavy a burden on a single Cabinet. 


g. Publication of a Manual of Mediaeval Numismatics 


Ryszard Kiersnowski sketched his ideas concerning an up-to-date 
replacement of Engel - Serrure: Traité de Numismatique du Moyen 
Äge. He wanted the Bureau to approve an initiative to establish a 
general programme for the publication of a manual in two or three 
volumes on European mediaeval numismatics. He further envisaged 
a sub-committee which could publish the work in about 10 years time. 

In the following discussion it was pointed out that Philip Grierson 
as editor of Methuen’s Library of Numismatics should be consulted 
in order to avoid a double effort in the same field. The Bureau gave 
its general support and asked Kiersnowski to produce a more detailed 
scheme and a list of contributors at its next meeting. 


h. The Project of a Publication Series entitled “History of Coin Cabi- 
nets throughout the World” 


On behalf of Dr. Fengler, Berlin, Ryszard Kiersnowski proposed 
an international cooperation dealing with the history of the larger 
numismatic Collections in all countries. The Bureau discussed the 
proposal with great interest and agreed to recommend the local work 
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at the various Collections on this subject and pointed especially to the 
opportunity of publishing this work in connection with jubilees. 


i. Symposion in Ireland 1981 

A letter from the former President of The Numismatic Society of 
Ireland, Professor James C. Brindley was read, in which he proposed 
to arrange a Symposion on the theme “Emergency coinages” in 
Dublin in 1981 in order to celebrate the 250th anniversary of the 
founding of The Royal Dublin Society. The Bureau took note of the 
letter and expressed its great pleasure in this initiative. It agreed to 
provide its support and to cooperate in every way. 


j. Observers present at the meetings of the Bureau 


In reply to a request, the Bureau decided that it would be impracti- 
cal to have observers present at the meetings of the Bureau. 


k. Centro Internazionale di Studi Numismatici, Napoli 

The President reported that he had become ex officio a member of 
the Bureau of the Centro Internazionale. Colin M. Kraay, Oxford 
had become President of The Bureau and the increase of the number 
of members from 9 to 11 was under discussion. 


l. Neat meeting of the Bureau 


The Bureau accepted with thanks the invitation of Herbert Cahn 
to hold its next meeting at Bàle, probably on April 11th-13th 1975.

THE SUB-COMMITTEE 


FOR THE PUBLICATION OF SYLLOGE NUMMORUM GRAECORUM 


Meeting in Paris, March 18th, 1974 


Present: Dr. Paul NAsTER, Louvain (in the chair); Dr. Herbert A. CAHN, 
Basel; Dr. R. Gögr, Vienna; G.K. Jenks, London; Dr. 
O. MorkHoLm, Copenhagen; Mrs. Mando Caramessini OECONO- 
MIDES, Athens; Dr. G. Le Riper, Paris; Miss Margaret 
Tuompson, New York; and Mrs. Ulla WESTERMARK, Stockholm. 


Absent: Dr. H. KÜTHMANN, Munich. 


Dr. Peter Berghaus, R. A. G. Carson, and Dr. R. Kiersnowski, mem- 
bers of the Bureau were invited to be present at the meeting as observers. 
The President extended a special welcome to the new members of the 
Sub-committee and regretted the absence of an Italian representative. 


1. National Reports 


a. Robert Göbl, Vienna reported on the work in Austria. Unfortuna- 
tely the continuation of the publication of the Collection Dreer in 
Klagenfurt was uncertain at present owing to a change of staff. 
Robert Göbl and his students were working on an inventory of the 
ancient coins in the collections of Austrian convents and monasteries. 
The Celtic coins from four of these collections, 795 specimens, were 
ready to be published in one part of the Sylloge. For the great Col- 
lection in Vienna the reporter knew of no plans for publication. 
Herbert Cahn deeply regretted the situation in Klagenfurt. The 
problem of including parts especially devoted to Celtic coins in the 
SNG was discussed. It was agreed that Celtic numismatics should be 
regarded as a separate branch of numismatics and that consequently 
the Celtic coins should preferably be published in separate volumes, 
perhaps under the common title Sylloge Nummorum Celticorum. 


b. Herbert A. Cahn, Basel surveyed the situation in Switzerland. 
The important collection in Winterthur comprising about 2000 Greek 
coins would be published by Professor Bloesch in a catalogue which 
dit not conform to the Sylloge format. The large collection of Celtic 
coins in the National Museum in Zürich was to be published by Dr. 
Karel Castelin, Prague, but again not in the format of the Sylloge. 
The public collections in Geneva, Berne and Basle were not suitable 
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for a Sylloge publication but perhaps a selection of the important 
pieces in all three collections could be combined into one volume of 
the Sylloge. As for the private collections there were no definite plans 
for publication. 


c. Ulla Westermark, Stockholm reported that the first part of the 
Swedish Sylloge containing the collections of the late King Gustaf VI 
Adolf and Fred Forbat should appear during the summer 1974. The 
second part prepared by Christof Boehringer and devoted to the von 
Post Collection would presumably be published in about a year’s time. 
Thereafter it was planned to start cataloguing the Greek coins in the 
Royal Coin Cabinet, Stockholm, 6-7000 specimens including the im- 
portant collection of Iberian Coins. 


d. G. K. Jenkins, London informed the Committee that a further part 
of the Oxford Sylloge comprising Macedonia, was practically ready 
for press. However, it was a financial question whether this part 
could be printed immediately or whether the resources should be de- 
voted to the continuation of the reprint of the Cambridge Sylloge 
part 3-6. The Cambridge Sylloge should be completed by one further 
part but the question of who should prepare the manuscript was not 
yet settled. The index of the Lockett Collection was under prepara- 
tion by Dr. Kraay, but again the publication depended on the financ- 
ing. 

As more remote possibilities for the Sylloge, Jenkins mentioned the 
collections in Manchester, in the Hunter Museum, Glasgow, and in 
Blackburn near Manchester. 

The British Museum had no intention of syllogizing its collection 
with the possible exception of the section of Bactrian and Indo-Greek 
coins which might be prepared by Professor Narain. 


e. Margaret Thompson, New York reported that a third fascicule of 
the ANS-Sylloge comprising the coins from Bruttium into Sicily was 
expected to go to press at the end of 1974. Work would then start on 
the fascicules 4-5 which would contain the remaining series from Sici- 
ly. Concerning other possibilities in the USA, the Sylloge of the Ever- 
green Collection in Baltimore was desirable, but no qualified person 
was available for the job. 


f. Otto Morkholm, Copenhagen explained that fascicule 41 (Alexan- 
dria-Cyrenaica) would be published during the summer of 1974. The 


two remaining fascicules (the Ptolemies and Spain) were scheduled for 
publication in late 1975 and late 76 respectively. 

Concerning Norway there were no new developments to report. 

Otto Merkholm then read a letter from Harald Külhmann, Munich 
reporting on the situation in West Germany. The Munich-Sylloge, 
part 4, comprising the remaining series of Italy, will be published in 
1974 and at the same time work should start on part five, the first 
series of Sicily. Work was in progress on the Sylloges of the Tübingen 
and Cologne Collections, the latter comprising imperial coins of Alex- 
andria. The Sylloge of the Karlsruhe Collection (c. 6000 coins) was in 
a planning stage. An Index to Sylloge von Aulock should be publish- 
ed in a not too distant future. 

In East Germany there was an interest in publishing the Collections 
from Dresden and Leipzig. In this connection Ryszard Kiersnowski 
pointed to the financial difficulties of printing Sylloges in eastern 
Europe and mentioned that for instance the publication of the War- 
saw Collection would be impossible without grants from outside 
Poland. 


g. Mando Oeconomides, Athens informed the Committee that work 
could start pretty soon on the Christomanou Collection, a former 
private collection of about 2500 pieces which now formed part of the 
National Collection. In the future similar private collections donated 
to the Greek State might be published. 

Professor Naster read a letter from Tony Hackens, Louvain report- 
ing that a second part of the Euelpides Collection (Macedonia-Corcy- 
ra) was in the press and should appear during 1974. 


h. Georges Le Rider, Paris expressed his general attitude to the Syllo- 
ge. He found that a publication of great national collections was 
waste of time but was more in favour of publishing smaller local col- 
lections which were unknown and difficult to contact. In the present 
state of affairs, progress in Greek numismatics was made not by cata- 
logues but by the publication of monographs. He mentioned the 
possibility that new forms of documentation might supersede the 
Sylloge. 


i. Paul Naster (President of the Sub-Committee), Louvain had no new 
developments to report from the Netherlands. In Belgium the Brus- 
sels Cabinet was sympathetic in principle but no definite plans had 
been made. The publication of the collection in Ghent had been gi- 
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ven up because the coins were in too bad condition, but the Rubens 
Museum in Antwerp offered better possibilities. 


General Report 


Paul Naster informed the Committee that the next annual meeting 
of the UAI should take place in Brussels on June 17-22, 1974. It was 
agreed that at this meeting Paul Naster should present a survey ofthe 
situation concerning the Sylloge in the world at large and that special 
efforts should be made to interest the Eastern European and Mediter- 
ranean countries in joining the Committee. The new Sylloge series to 
be published in the future should be placed under the patronage of 
The International Numismatic Commission and carry an announce- 
ment to this effect. 


3. Perspectives and Suggestions 
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Paul Naster then introduced a discussion on future policies. Her- 
bert Cahn argued for a selection of the important material while 
G. K. Jenkins preferred that also the common coins in the collections 
should be described but need not be illustrated. It was agreed that 
the collections ought to have a certain minimum quality in order to 
be syllogized. It was recommended that the illustrations should be 
based on direct photos of coins in gold and silver, while photos of 
plaster casts should be preferred for the bronze coins as far as possible. 
Concerning the question of indexes it was agreed that according to the 
size of the collections regional indexes comprising several fascicules 
might be preferred to separate indexes of the single parts. It was a- 
greed that new series of a Sylloge might be published in the normal in- 
folio format or in the smaller format of Kraay-Hirmer “Greek Coins” 

The question of obtaining UNESCO grants for publication was 
postponed until a proper application could be made. 

Robert Göbl, Vienna argued for the preservation of the old system 
of one-sided printing in order to facilitate the cutting of plates into 
card files, and proposed to establish a general list of ordinary mono- 
grams for reference in order to be able to omit the monograms at the 
bottom of the pages. 

To avoid duplication it was agreed that only the report of the 
meeting of the Sub-committee should be printed in the Compte-rendu 
while the report from the UA I-meeting could be omitted.

Rapport par le Prof. P. Nasrer, Katholieke Universiteit te Leuven, 
président du sous-comité Sylloge Nummorum Graecorum au sein de la 
Commission internationale de Numismatique, président de la réunion 
à Bucarest. 


Le but de la réunion était d’examiner, avec des représentants des pays 
de l’Est européen, les possibilités de collaboration de ces pays à l'entre- 
prise de publication, de plus en plus internationale, de la Sylloge Num- 
morum Graecorum (dorénavant citée: SNG). 

La ville de Bucarest et la date avait été choisies suite à l’organisation 
dans cette ville, du 4 au 10 septembre, du IIIe Congrès international 
d'Études sud-est européennes. C’est l’organisateur même de ce congrès, 
M. le professeur Em. Condurachi, de l’Académie roumaine, qui avait pris 
l'initiative de la réunion SNG dans ces conditions. Un nombre plus élevé 
de représentants de divers pays a pu être réuni de la sorte, tout en rédui- 
sant les frais de voyage ou de séjour, souvent couverts par la participa- 
tion même au congrès. 


Deux séances ont eu lieu: le 9 septembre de 10 à 13 h et de 15.30 à 18 h.

M. E. CONDURACHI.

Poenaru Bordea, et que des remarques im- 
portantes ou des questions intéressantes ont en outre été formulées à ce 
propos par MM. M. GaraSanin, G. Mihailov, R. Baladié.

HENRI SEYRIG (1895-1973) 


La Commission internationale de Numismatique a perdu l’un de ses 
membres honoraires en la personne de M. Henri Seyrig. Si l’honorariat 
est conféré à ceux qui ont montré dans un domaine de la numismatique 
une competence particuliere et se sont dévoués sans compter à la cause 
commune, Henri Seyrig avait pleinement mérité cet honneur. 

Tous ceux qui l’ont connu et ont lu ses travaux savent quelle était 
l'étendue de sa culture et de son érudition. Après avoir achevé de solides 
études classiques, il fut pendant plusieurs années, de 1922 à 1929, membre 
de l’École française d'archéologie d'Athènes, puis devint le directeur du 
Service des Antiquités de Syrie et du Liban. De 1946 à 1967 il se trouva 
place à la tête de l’Institut français d'Archéologie de Beyrouth!. Il acquit 
ainsi une connaissance profonde des sites et des objets, et il faut ajouter 
qu'il était un excellent helléniste, lisant sans cesse les textes et publiant 
des inscriptions. Cette formation d’archéologue et d’helleniste, qui lui 
permit d’écrire de si remarquables études?, en particulier dans la série 
fameuse de ses “Antiquites Syriennes”, fit aussitöt de lui un numismate 
éminent lorsqu'il se tourna résolument vers l’étude des monnaies grecques 
à partir de 1946. Une partie de ses recherches portèrent sur les séries 
monétaires des villes de Syrie et de Phénicie, pour lesquelles il montrait 
de la prédilection, mais il s’intéressa à bien d’autres monnayages et traita 
de questions où il donna de beaux exemples de classements raisonnés. 
Il s’attacha notamment à suivre, au cours de l’époque hellénistique, 
l’histoire d’un certain nombre de villes, les périodes où elles furent sou- 
mises à la domination des souverains séleucides et celles où elles parvin- 
rent à conquérir une certaine autonomie ou leur liberté: il montra com- 
ment le classement des monnaies royales, des alexandres, des lysimaques, 
des tétradrachmes à types autonomes pouvait éclairer les vicissitudes de 
cette histoire. Je rappellerai aussi qu’il nous a donné de précieuses 
études sur la circulation monétaire en Asie Mineure et en Syrie et que 
nous lui devons la véritable explication des contremarques sur les mon- 
naies d’argent et de bronze et, de ce fait, la connaissance du mécanisme 
d’un certain nombre d’opérations financières pratiquées par les Anciens. 

Maître d’un grand savoir, possesseur d'innombrables dossiers qui conte- 
naient des informations qu'il avait rassemblées au Liban et en Syrie et

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dans les musées et collections les plus variés, Henri Seyrig se montrait 
d'une grande générosité à l’égard de tous. Il communiquait très volon- 
tiers les renseignements dont il disposait et même, le cas échéant, ses 
propres notes. Il entretenait de longues correspondances scientifiques 
avec des savants de nombreux pays. Il encourageait les travaux et les 
initiatives et je dirai que non seulement par son œuvre, mais aussi par 
son action personnelle il a bien servi les intérêts de la numismatique. 

Pendant ses années de résidence au Liban, il eut de nombreuses occa- 
sions de se procurer des pièces dignes d'intérêt. Il en profita pour faire 
des dons importants au Musée de Beyrouth! D’autres Cabinets numis- 
matiques lui doivent aussi des additions appréciées à leurs séries. 

Il laisse le souvenir d’un grand savant, cultivé, au jugement sûr, et en 
même temps de bon conseil, dévoué et généreux, qualités rares, qui 
expliquent l'admiration et l’affection que lui portaient des amis du mon- 
de entier.

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SYMPOSIUM IN WARSAW IN 1976 


Following the proposals which were put forward a long time ago and 
accepted by the Bureau of INC in 1973 (cf. supra p. 10) an International 
Symposium, devoted to the problem “Coin Imitations and Forgeries in 
Antiquity and the Middle Ages” is to take place in Warsaw. The organi- 
sation of the meeting has been undertaken by the Polish Archeological 
and Numismatic Society in cooperation with other Polish research and 
museological institutions. The symposium is to be held in the first part 
of September 1976. The organizers anticipate that the meeting will last 
3 days during which ten papers, each lasting ca. 30 minutes, and a greater 
number of short reports will be presented. The number of participants 
should not exceed 60 persons, in order to ensure more effective discussion 
and an efficient course of the debates. The expected registration fee 
amounts to 30 US dollars for an active participant of symposium and 
20 US dollars for an accompanying person. 

The organizers take as a starting point of the programme of debates 
the text of an article “Coin imitations and forgeries in the Middle Ages” 
published in the Polish Numismatic News II, 1973, p. 81-89, also presen- 
ted at the Congress in New York. Therefore, they would like the sym- 
posium to include the problems of terminology, law, technology, eco- 
nomics and history of art considered in the aspect of coin imitations and 
forgeries produced in ancient and middle ages, only rather exceptionally 
in modern times. Naturally, problems of existence and production of 
contemporary forgeries, to which a special Paris Congress in 1965 was 
devoted, cannot be taken into consideration. 

A detailed programme of the symposium will be prepared and sent out 
in 1975. Prospective participants, especially those who would wish to 
present a paper or a report, are kindly requested to send the information 
with the proposed titles at their earliest convenience.

LES IMITATIONS DE MONNAIES ANCIENNES 


Le Bureau de la CIN a étudié le 19 mars 1974 les interventions qui 
avaient été faites sur ce sujet A Washington le 13 septembre 1973. Deux 
problemes ont particulierement retenu son attention: 1. est-il opportun 
que des conservateurs de collections publiques donnent par écrit des 
certificats d’authenticité (ou de non-authenticité)? 2. quelle attitude 
faut-il prendre à l’égard des imitations de monnaies anciennes que font 
de temps à autre des ateliers officiels ou privés? Le Bureau de la CIN 
propose les suggestions suivantes : 


1. Il paraît dangereux de remetre des certificats écrits d’authenticité, 
même si la photographie de la monnaie figure sur le certificat. Il est 
impossible en effet d’être certain que le même certificat restera par la 
suite associé à la même monnaie: d’une part il est facile de remplacer une 
photographie par une autre, même si elle est marquée d’un tampon; 
d'autre part, rien n’est plus aisé que de substituer à la monnaie authenti- 
que des répliques coulées. Il semble donc plus sage que les conservateurs 
de collections se contentent d'exprimer oralement leur opinion sur la 
monnaie qui leur est présentée. Le Bureau rappelle à cette occasion quela 
responsabilité d’un conservateur n’est pas engagée par l’opinion qu’il a 
émise, nul d’entre nous n'étant infaillible. 


2. Ilest arrivé assez fréquemment au cours de ces dernières années que 
des ateliers officiels ou privés frappent des imitations de monnaies 
anciennes. Le Bureau de la CIN a examiné les craintes formulées à ce 
sujet par plusieurs congressistes, qui redoutent qu’un collectionneur dé- 
butant ou peu averti puisse prendre ces imitations pour des pièces authen- 
tiques. Ce risque, bien évidemment, n’existe que lorsque les imitations 
ont un module et un poids proches de V original, et c’est uniquement ce 
cas qu'il convient d'évoquer ici. Les ateliers officiels ou privés qui pro- 
cèdent à de telles imitations font valoir que des poinçons indiquant lelieu 
de frappe et de titre du métal sont appliquées sur la monnaie et que dans 
ces conditions il n’est pas possible qu’un collectionneur, même débutant, 
se laisse abuser. Mais on objectera que ces poinçons, s’ils sont placés sur 
la tranche, peuvent être aisément enlevés, tandis que la pièce peut être 
soumise à des traitements qui tentent de lui donner l’aspect d’une mon- 
naie authentique. 

Il est évident que ces imitations, qui sont faites au départ sans la 
moindre intention de tromper qui que soit, ne peuvent gênerle collection- 
neur averti. Toutefois, il est certain qu’elles risquent de venir grossir la 
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masse des faux déjà existants et causer de fächeuses déceptions à toute 
une categorie d’acheteurs occasionnels et inexpérimentés. 

Le Bureau se déclare donc opposé à la frappe d’imitations de cette 
nature et tentera dans la mesure de son pouvoir de les empécher. 

Je signale que le dernier Compte Rendu a publié sur ce probleme une 
excellente étude de M. Yves de Rougemont, Juge au Tribunal cantonal 
de Neuchâtel (Suisse), qui, outre des aspects pratiques que j’ai évoqués | 
ici, a exposé avec la plus grande clarté les aspects juridiques de la ques- 
tion: La refrappe de monnaies anciennes, acte licite ou entreprise de trom- 
perie du public? Commission internationale de numismatique, Compte 
rendu, 20 (1973), p. 47-51.

RÉIMPRESSION DE LIVRES DE NUMISMATIQUE 


Une des questions abordée le 13 septembre 1973 à Washington a été 
celle de la réimpression de livres numismatique. 

Le Bureau de la CIN considère comme inadmissible que certaines de 
ces réimpressions n’indiquent pas la date à laquelle le volume avait paru 
ou portent un titre différent du titre original. 

Il constate d'autre part qu’il arrive que des livres sans grande utilité 
aujourd’hui soient réimprimés, alors qu'il y a tant d'ouvrages importants 
dont la réimpression serait urgente. 

Les membres du Bureau de la CIN ont envisagé de prendre contact, 
chacun dans leur pays respectif, avec les maisons d’édition qui procèdent 
à des réimpressions. Il peut être utile dans certains cas, comme il a déjà 
été fait à l’occasion, de placer au début de l’ouvrage réimprimé quelques 
lignes qui indiquent les raisons de la réimpression et, éventuellement, 
une bibliographie signalant les travaux majeurs publiés depuis lors sur le 
même sujet. Cette note liminaire, qui n’a pas besoin d’être longue, de- 
vrait être signée par un spécialiste connu de la question traitée. 


G. LE RIDER 
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THE DEPARTMENT OF COINS AND MEDALS, BRITISH MUSEUM 


The collection of coins and medals came into being with the foundation 
of the British Museum in 1753, but the Department as a separate entity 
has existed only for something over a century. In the eighteenth century 
the collection of coins, since they were regarded as metallic documents, 
formed part of the Department of Manuscripts, but in 1803 the collection 
was transferred to the Department of Antiquities, and only in 1861 was 
an independent Department of Coins and Medals created. The great 
expansion of the collection in the latter half of the nineteenth century 
required the building of a new Coin Room in 1893 on the top floor of the 
west wing of the museum where the Department today still remains. 
The first world war had little effect on the Coin Room except for a dimi- 
nution of its activities, but not so the second war. In anticipation of 
aerial attack on London arrangements had been made, and towards the 
end of August 1939 the whole collection of coinsand medals was in twenty- 
four hours removed from the museum to safety in a number of country- 
houses in the provinces and ultimately to specially prepared underground 
storage in the west of England. It was fortunate that the collection and 
its library had been safeguarded, for the Coin Room was completely 
destroyed by fire-bombs in May 1941, so that, when in early 1946 the 
collection returned to the museum, the greater part had to be stored in 
the cellars, since the Department’s temporary quarters could accommo- 
date only the more essential material. Slightly more commodious 
quarters became available in 1951 in what had formerly been one of the 
official residences. The Department’s premises, however, were not re- 
built until 1959 when the collections, the ancillary material, the library, 
and the staff were finally brought together again as a unity. 

The coins and medals of Sir Hans Sloane formed the nucleus of the 
collection in 1753, but expansion began immediately with the addition 
of the collection, particularly valuable for its series of Anglo-Saxon coins, 
of Sir Robert Cotton (1571-1631), given to the nation in 1702. In the 
course of the nineteenth century two great national collections covering 
a wide range of coins and medals were transferred to the British Museum 
with the presentation in 1823 by George IV of the royal collection, and 
in 1877 by the Bank of England of its own large collection. The growth 
of the museum’s collection, however, is due in very great part to the 
generosity of individuals, and even economic circumstances of today 
have not totally eroded this generous tradition of which only a represen- 
tative selection of the more important gifts can here be mentioned. 
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As very many of these gifts represent the fruits of an individual’s life- 
long interest and collection they usually are restricted in general terms to 
one particular field of coins or medals. In the national series one of the 
earliest gifts in 1818 was the cabinet of coins and medals of Miss Sarah 
Banks and her sister-in-law, Dorothea, Lady Banks, though the collec- 
tion did include important material of Europe and America. In 1893 the 
collection received much British material from Sir Augustus Franks, 
Keeper of the museum’s Department of Mediaeval Antiquities, and in 
1919 Sir Arthur Evans presented the extensive and important collection 
of Ancient British coins formed by his father, Sir John Evans. The 
Worshipful Company of Goldsmiths presented two fine collections of 
gold coins, mainly English and Anglo-Gallic in 1920 and 1922, and in 
1926 the more modern section of the national series was enriched by the 
gift of the Weightman collection of proofs and patterns. In 1935 the 
Barnett Bequest added greatly to the earlier series of Ancient British, 
Romano-British, and Anglo-Saxon Coins. The Parkes Weber gift in 
1906 and the Clarke-Thornhill gift in 1934, as well as contributing to the 
national series, added greatly to the European and other modern series. 

The museum’s extensive collection of classical coins also owesmuch to 
private generosity. The Payne Knight collection of Greek coins was 
bequeathed in 1818 and that of James Woodhouse in 1866. In the pre- 
sent century the specialist collection of Cretan coins of R. B. Seager was 
bequeathed in 1925, and in 1946 the magnificent Lloyd collection of coins 
of Western Greece was presented. The first important gift to the Roman 
series was the bequest in 1799 of the collection of the Rev. C. M. Crache- 
rode, and in 1861 Count de Salis presented his very extensive collection 
of Roman, sub-Roman, and Byzantine coins. Only a few years later in 
1864 the museum’s collection of Roman gold was much enhanced by the 
gift of Edward Wigan’s collection. In the post-war period the two most 
notable gifts have been the specialised but extensive collection of late 
Roman coins of J. W. E. Pearce in 1951, and the collection of Roman 
gold of Sir Allen George Clarke in 1964. 

Britain’s connection with the Orient and particularly with India is 
reflected in the record of gifts of several notable collections. Marsden, 
one of the earliest oriental numismatists presented his great collection in 
1834. The collection of coins of Bactria and the East in general, held by 
the India office, was in 1882 transferred to the museum. In 1886 Sir 
Walter Elliot’ s extensive collection of coins of South India was given to 
the museum, and this was matched by the bequest in 1894 of the collec- 
tion of Hindu coins of Sir Alexander Cunningham. The collection of 
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Muhammadan coins of Afghanistan and northern India, formed by 
Mr. George Bleazby, was presented by Mr. H. Van den Bergh to com- 
memorate the Delhi Durbar in 1911. 

In addition to the many gifts of which the more important and muni- 
ficent have been mentioned, the collection has over the centuries been 
augmented by the purchase of a whole range of specialist collections. 
Of these the earliest of note was that of the antiquary, Barré Charles 
Roberts acquired in 1810. This collection of English, Scottish, and Anglo- 
Gallic gold and silver more than doubled the museum’s holdings of these 
series. In 1814 the museum’s purchase of the classical antiquities of 
Charles Townley contributed to the coin collection an extensive series of 
Roman coins, especially imperial bronzes. The collection formed by 
C. J. Rich, while the East India Company’s Resident in Baghdad, was 
bought in 1825, and the important collection of Greek coins formed by 
H. P. Borrell during his residence in Smyrna was likewise purchased in 
1851. The purchase in 1866 of the cabinet of the famous French numis- 
matist, the Duc de Blacas, added to the Roman series more than 4,000 
coins including many fine gold pieces. In 1872 the museum, which had 
already been given the Wigan collection of Roman gold coins, bought the 
balance of the collection consisting mainly of Greek and Roman bronzes. 
The museum’s holding in the more modern series was greatly enriched by 
the acquisition by purchase in 1870 of the Freudenthal collection of some 
19,000 copper coins, tokens, and tickets. On the oriental side the museum 
purchased in 1888 the collection of Bactrian, Indo-Scythic, Pathan, and 
Moghul coins formed by Sir Alexander Cunningham during a long life of 
service in India. In the early part of the present century important col- 
lections purchased included the Hamburger collection, especially im- 
portant for the coinages of Palestine and Phoenicia in 1908, and the 
Evans cabinet, mainly of English Mediaeval silver in 1915. Between the 
wars the series of Indian coins benefited most, with the purchase in 1922 
of the Whitehead collection, especially important for its Bactrian mate- 
rial, and in 1939 of the important Muhammadan coins of the Nelson 
Wright collection. Even in the post-war years the museum has been 
able to purchase at least selected portions from a number of notable 
collections—Greek coins from the Sir Charles Oman collection in 1947, 
oriental coins of Sir Richard Burn in 1949, in the same year Roman and 
English from the L. A. Lawrence collection, coins of the middle East from 
the P. Thorburn collection in 1967, and Indian coins from the C. E. 
Biddulph collection in 1970. 
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These massive contributions to the collection have been supplemented 
over the years by very many smaller gifts and purchases. Another im- 
ported source of increase, particularly in the past half-century, is provi- 
ded by the operation of the law of Treasure Trove. Find of coins of gold 
and silver in England are, in certain cireumstances, deemed to be Trea- 
sure Trove and the property of the Crown. In practice, however, once 
such finds are recorded, the British Museum can acquire such pieces as 
it requires on payment of their market value to the finder as a reward. 

By these various means the original collection of coins and medals of 
Sir Hans Sloane in 1753, which already by 1835 had grown to a total of 
157,000 pieces, has been increased now to a collection of just under half- 
a-million items. The largest element continues to be the classical coinage 
of which the two major constituents are of almost equal weight—in round 
figures some 85,000 Greek coins, and 84,000 Roman and Byzantine. 
The coinage of the British Isles, together with the former colonies and 
dominions, amounts to about 62,000 pieces, while the mediaeval and mo- 
dern coinages of the rest of the world amount to 76,000 pieces. The col- 
lection of oriental coins— Islamic, Indian, and other far Eastern areas is 
close on 71,000 items. Tokens, jettons, tickets and para-numismatic 
items total some 43,000, and the collection of medals of all categories 
amounts to 31,000 pieces. Although the spectacular gifts and purchases 
of whole collections that marked the earlier years are now exceptional, 
the collection, happily, continues to expand, though now on a more 
restricted but selective pattern. In the past full year, for instance, the 
collection’s new acquisitions of all kinds amounted to just under 2,000 
items. Over many years several sections of the collection have been built 
up continuously and systematically. This is particularly true, naturally 
enough, of the national series, and also of the two series of classical coins, 
and, to a considerable extent, of the Islamic and Indian series. The 
coinages of Europe and the New World are, in almost every instance, at 
least representative, and in some cases, where the museum has benefited 
from the acquisition of a specialist collection, the material is extensive, 
detailed, and includes considerable rarities. The several series of Far 
Eastern coinage, most of them represented by collections of considerable 
quality, though existing in organised and arranged form, have for long 
languished without consistent study, but these series are now beginning 
to receive some meed of specialist attention. Parts of the collection of 
medals, notably those relating to national history and those of the Italian 
Renaissance, have been the subject of systematic acquisition, study, and 
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publication. Other aspects of the medal collection are now to receive 
a greater share of special study. 

The material of this large collection can be accessible to the general 
visitor in the way of exhibition only to a minor extent, but the whole 
range of the collection is available in the students’ room of the depart- 
ment for consultation by the specialist student or the interested collec- 
tor. It has, however, long been policy to endeavour to make the collec- 
tion more widely accessible through the publication of sections of the 
material in catalogues. To date, over a hundred volumes of catalogue 
relating to various series have been published, but despite a fairly con- 
sistent pursuit of this policy, the proportion available in catalogue is 
probably no more than a quarter of the whole collection. 

Publication began in 1814 with the production by Taylor Combe of 
Veterum Populorum et regum numi qui in Museo Britannico adservantur, 
a catalogue of the museum’s then holding of Greek coins; Taylor Combe 
was also responsible for at least the basic descriptions of the next cata- 
logue, Description of the Anglo-Gallic coins in the British Museum which 
was completed by Edward Hawkins and published in 1826. After the 
receipt of the Payne Knight collection of Greek coins the Trustees in 
1830 undertook the publication of a catalogue, compiled by Payne Knight 
himself, Nummi Veteres Civitatum Regum Gentium et Provinciarum, 
Londini in Museo Richardi Payne Knight asservati, ab ipso, ordine 
geographico, descripti. The first catalogue of the medal part of the col- 
lection was published by Edward Edwards in 1837, A brief descriptive 
catalogue of the medals struck in France and ils dependencies between the 
years 1789 and 1830. 

Thereafter catalogue publication faltered, and it was only some years 
after the creation of a separate Department of Coins and Medals in 1861 
that a programme of consistent production of catalogues of the collection 
was undertaken. The British Museum Catalogue of Greek Coins was 
initiated in 1873 with the volume by R. S. Poole devoted to coins from 
Italy. In the succeeding years up to 1927 a series of twenty-nine volu- 
mes appeared, written by such distinguished figures as Barclay Head, 
Percy Gardner, Warwick Wroth, G. F. Hill and E. S. G. Robinson. 
Only one volume relating to the Roman series was produced in the nine- 
teenth century, with the publication by H. A. Grueber in 1874 of Roman 
Medallions in the British Museum. In 1911, however, came the begin- 
ning of a considerable series of catalogues of Roman coins, with the 
three volume catalogue, again by Grueber, of the Roman Republican 
coins. Between 1929 and 1953 Harold Mattingly published five volumes 
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of the coins of the Roman Empire covering the period from Augustus to 
Elagabalus, and one post-war volume by R. A. G. Carson has continued 
the series up to Balbinus and Pupienus. The whole of the Byzantine col- 
lection was published in a two volume catalogue in 1908 by Warwick 
Wroth, who also wrote the catalogue of the coins of the Vandals, Ostro- 
goths, and Lombards, and of the empires of Thessalonica, Nicaea, and 
Trebizond. The catalogue of Oriental coins (principally the Muhamma- 
dan series) was begun almost as early and was completed in ten volumes 
by S. Lane Poole between 1875 and 1891. Lane Poole was also the author 
of a single volume catalogue of the Persian coins in 1887, and of the col- 
lection of Arabic glass weights in 1891. A beginning was made to a re- 
publication of the Muhammadan coinage with two volumes by John 
Walker on the Arab-Sassanian coins in 1941 and the Arab-Byzantine and 
post-reform Umaiyad coins in 1956. A start was made to the catalogue 
of Indian coins in 1884 with a volume on the coins of the Sultans of Delhi, 
again by S. Lane Poole. A further six volumes by Percy Gardner, 
E. J. Rapson and John Allan appeared in the years up to 1936. The 
completed manuscript of a further volume by John Allan was unfortu- 
nately destroyed during the war. Of the other oriental series only a 
single volume of the Chinese coins from the seventh century B.C. to A.D. 
621 has yet been published. 

One of the consequences of the nineteenth century’s pre-occupation 
with the classical coinage, especially Greek, was the relative neglect of 
the national series, so that it was only in 1887 that the first catalogue of 
the Anglo-Saxon series by C. F. Keary was published. A second volume 
of this series by Keary together with Grueber appeared in 1893, followed 
at a considerable interval by a two volume catalogue of coins of the Nor- 
man Kings by G. C. Brooke in 1916, and more recently by D. F. Allen’s 
catalogue of the “Tealby” type coins of Henry II in 1951. In the modern 
series a catalogue of the English copper, tin, and bronze coins of the 
period 1558 to 1958 by C. W. Peck was produced in a first edition in 1960. 
Also more recently in 1966 the Hiberno-Norse coins were published in 
sylloge form by R. H.M. Dolley. Dolley, too, in collaboration with 
K. F. Morrisson, produced in 1966 one of the few catalogues of the 
museum’s European collection, that of the Carolingian coins. One other 
catalogue in the European series exists, that of the Townshend collec- 
tion of Swiss coins, compiled by R. S. Poole in 1878. 

On the medal side of the collection a catalogue of part of the national 
series was prepared by Edward Hawkins in 1852 and after subsequent 
expansion by A. W. Franks and Grueber this two volume work appeared

in 1885, under the title Medallic Illustrations of the History of Great 
Britain and Irland to the death of George II. This material was re- 
published between 1904 and 1911 in sylloge fashion in nineteen folios 
totalling 183 plates. The only other section of the medal collection pub- 
lished in catalogue form is that of the Italian Renaissance. In 1915 
Sir George Hill published selected pieces, presented in sylloge form on 
50 plates. This was followed in 1930 by his Corpus of Italian Medals of 
the Renaissance before Cellini which, of course, included the museum’s 
material. 

The roll of personalities and scholars associated with the care of the 
Museum’s collection of coins and medals over something more than two 
centuries is lengthy, and here mention can be made only of some of the 
more eminent. One of the earliest numismatists known to be associated 
with the care of the collection between 1785 and 1795 was the Rev. 
Richard Southgate, whose collection of English silver pennies was pur- 
chased by the museum. Two successive Keepers of the all-embracing 
Department of Antiquities, which included the coin and medal collection, 
had a particular interest in the numismatic material: Taylor Combe 
(1807-1826) who produced the very first catalogue of part of the collec- 
tion as already mentioned, and Edward Hawkins (1826-1860) whose 
preliminary work formed the basis for the first catalogue of medals. 
The first Keeper of the independent Department of Coins and Medals 
was W. S. W. Vaux (1861-70), but it was under his successor R. Stuart 
Poole (1870-93) that the more systematic study of the collection and its 
publication had its beginning, and Stuart Poole was himselfthe authorof 
several catalogues in a diversity of series. Count J. F. W. de Salis occu- 
pies a unique place in the department’s history. He was not a member 
of the official staff but in return for the presentation of his extensive collec- 
tion he was accorded the facility of full use of the museum’s collection. 
Much of the arrangement ofthe Roman and Byzantine material resulting 
from his researches between 1859 and 1869 is reflected in the catalogues 
ofthe Roman Republican and ofthe Byzantine coins published subsequent- 
ly by Grueber and Wroth respectively. References in the Numismatic 
Chronicle and elsewhere make it clear that de Salis also arranged the 
Roman imperial coins in accordance with the concepts of mints and 
sequence of issues. This unrecorded arrangement, unfortunately swept 
away in favour of a Cohen arrangement in the later nineteenth century, 
has had subsequently to be re-created without the benefit of de Salis’ 
insight.

The later nineteenth century brought the development of numisma- 
tics as a serious scholarly discipline which began to enjoy a considerable 
international co-operation. To this development the Coin Room of the 
British Museum was able to make its contribution. Pre-eminent was the 
work of Barclay Head whose Historia Numorum, first published in 1885, 
remains still one of the basic tools of the Greek numismatist. Head, in 
addition, was responsible for a number of volumes of the catalogue of 
Greek coins to which Percy Gardner and Warwick Wroth were also no- 
table contributors. A similar impetus was given to the Muhammadan 
series by the work of Stanley Lane-Poole, a nephew of R. Stuart Poole. 
Though Stanley Lane-Poole was Professor of Arabic at Trinity College, 
Dublin, and only worked in the Museum on a part-time basis he comple- 
ted no less than thirteen catalogues between 1875 and 1892. The next 
Keeper was H. A. Grueber (1906-12). He had already produced two 
volumes of the catalogue of Anglo-Saxon coins, one in conjunction with 
C. F. Keary, had been responsible in great part for the catalogues of 
English medals, and for the catalogue of Roman medallions, and in his 
keepership completed his three volume catalogue of the Roman Repub- 
lican coins which, in the wealth of its detailed annotations, remains one 
of the fundamental exposés of the series. At much the same time 
new ground was broken in the study and publication of the collection 
by Wroth who transferred his attention from the Greek series and 
published the catalogue of Byzantine coins proper in 1908, and followed 
this in 1911 with a catalogue of some of the more peripheral Byzantine 
series. This tradition of scholarship and publication was continued under 
Sir George Hill, Keeper from 1912 to 1931 and subsequently Director of 
the British Museum from 1931 to 1936. Hill, one of the most versatile 
of the Museum’s numismatists, published work on a variety of fields, but 
his reputation rests principally on his work in the Greek series, where he 
published six volumes of the museum’s catalogue; he was also one of the 
editors of the second edition of Head’s Historia Numorum in 1911. He 
then turned with equal success to the study of the medals of the Italian 
Renaissance resulting in the publication in 1930 of his great Corpus of 
this material. 

In the years between the two wars the Coin Room possessed an array 
of talent. In addition to Hill there was John Allan, (subsequently 
Keeper from 1931 to 1949,) a veritable numismatic polymath, whose 
specialist interests are represented in two catalogues of Indian coins. 
At this time, too, the study of the national coinage was reinvigorated by 
G. C. Brooke whose catalogue of the coins of the Norman Kings set 
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new standards in this series. On the Greek side Hill was joined by 
E. S. G. Robinson who published yet another volume of the Greek coin 
catalogue. He was responsible for the concept, and, initially the execu- 
tion, of the project, Sylloge Nummorum Graecorum, now established on 
an international basis, and through this and his other published work 
has had great influence on the modern generation of Greek numismatists. 
Ultimately between 1949 and 1952 he was Keeper of coins. The impetus 
given to Roman studies by Grueber was continued by his successor on the 
Roman side, Harold Mattingly. His contribution to the publication of 
the Museum’s Roman collection is represented by five great volumes 
between 1923 and 1950. In addition he initiated Roman Imperial Coinage, 
a series running to six volumes (in nine parts) at his death, much of 
which he wrote himself, all of which he edited in collaboration with 
E. A. Sydenham and subsequently others. His many other books and a 
flood of articles on Imperial coins and latterly on the Republican series 
have made his name almost synonymous with Roman numismatics. 
The vacancy left by Hill’s appointement as Director of the British Mu- 
seum in 1931 was filled by John Walker whose task it was to resume 
work on the Muhammadan series which had languished since Lane- 
Poole’s publication. Despite the interruption of the war years he pro- 
duced two new catalogues of the series, but in the years of his Keepership 
from 1952 to 1964 his principal tasks were the recreation of the Coin 
Room, the re-installation of the collection and its services, and the trans- 
mission to a new generation of the traditions, standards and practices of 
the earlier years. 

The great volume of research and publication of the years up to the 
second World War was made possible by the relatively limited interest in 
numismatics. In the post-war era the welcome growth of public interest 
in museums generally and in coins in particular has brought considerable 
change. The demands now made on the collection and its service from a 
generally interested public, from collectors, and from students and scho- 
lars, both of numismatics and of related disciplines, have had to be met 
by an academic staff of much the same extent as before the war, with a 
consequent restriction in the amount of time devoted to research and 
publication. Some measure of the demands made on the department 
emerges from the statistics for 1973. The department despatched 3,680 
letters; its visitors for serious study or casual enquiry amounted to 
3,560; over 6,500 items were submitted by visitors for examination and 
identification, and over 1,600 were submitted by post; photographs were 
supplied of 574 coins and plaster casts of some 2,000 items. From some 
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recent increase of staff and reorganisation to deal with the public service 
aspect it is hoped to recreate conditions for the research and publication 
on which, indeed, an efficient service to the public at alllevels of interest 
depends. 

At present the number of academic staff is not sufficient to provide 
coverage in depth for every major series. The Greek coinage is the pro- 
vince of the Keeper, Mr. G. K. Jenkins, whose special interests include 
the coins of the Classical period and of the Western Mediterranean; and 
of Dr. M. J. Price who has a particular concern for coins of the Hellenistic 
period and for ‘Greek imperials.’ Mr. R. A. G. Carson’s field is that of 
the Roman coinage, in the later area of which Dr. J. P.C. Kent also 
specialises, continuing through the sub-Roman and Byzantine series 
down to the earlier mediaeval period. He also maintains an interest in 
the modern coinage from A. D. 1500. The mediaeval series in general 
and the national coinage of that period in particular is the concern of 
Miss Marion M. Archibald. For the wide range of oriental coins Mr. 
N.M. Lowick has a general responsibility, and maintains a special 
interest on the Muhammadan coinage, and in recent years the Far Eas- 
tern series, especially the Chinese and Japanese, have become the study 
of Mr. J. E. Cribb. The extensive and diverse series of medals have been 
the care of Mrs. J. S. Martin, and an extra post has now been obtained to 
supplement the coverage of this part of the collection. 

Currently a number of publication projects are actively in progress. 
A catalogue of the coins of Alexander the Great is virtually ready for 
press, and the basic material for a catalogue of the coins of ancient Spain 
has been prepared. On the Roman side a volume designed to be a 
counterpart to Principal Coins of the Greeks is in hand, and the work for 
the next volume of the catalogue of Imperial coins, from Gordian III to 
Aemilian, is in its early stages. Preparatory work has also been begun 
on sections of the national coinage for publication in the series, Sylloge 
of Coins of the British Isles. 

Since the wartime destruction the department has not possessed a 
gallery of its own for exhibitions. Apropriate selections from the col- 
lection are, however, exhibited in the galleries of other departments of 
the museum. A gallery has now been assigned to the department, and 
it is hoped early in 1975 to mount an exhibition, in the first instance of 
the national coinage and of medals relating to national history. Amongst 
projects in progress is the creation of a complete photographic record of 
the collection with appropriate annotation. Work has been under way 
for about a year, and it is estimated that it should be completed in about 
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five years. A major re-arrangement of the Greek series, recently comple- 
ted, has created two separate series, one consisting of the coins down to 
and including the Hellenistic coinages, and the other of the provincial and 
city coinages issued under the Roman empire. In the Roman series the 
coinages after A. D. 238 not yet catalogued have been organised, in the 
case of the third century, primarily by emperors then in chronological 
sequences under mints, and from the reform of Diocletian as chronologi- 
cal sequences under mints. A similar principle of taking the mint as the 
prime feature has been applied to the reorganisation both of the Muham- 
madan series and of the Anglo-Saxon coinage. On the medal side the 
Museum is contributing its material to an annotated photographic corpus 
of Italian medals from 1550 to 1750. In the Chinese series the material is 
being rearranged by grouping within the traditional chronological periods 
pieces possessing calligraphic and stylistic similarities. These are only 
the more wide-ranging projects and activities recently completed or 
currently in hand, and in every series many other smaller and more de- 
tailed pieces of research and investigation continue to engage attention. 

The collection of coins and medals of the British Museum has existed 
now for well over two centuries but its aim remains constant by conti- 
nuing, where possible, a meaningful expansion of the collection, by im- 
proving its scientific arrangement, and by making the results of research 
and the collection material available by catalogue and other publication 
to provide a service to all levels of interest and to advance the study of 
numismatics.

Das Zentrum der numismatischen Forschung war früher allgemein das 
Münzkabinett des Nationalmuseums und die Ungarische Numismatische 
Gesellschaft. Neben diesen entstand in den letzten Jahren das Münz- 
kabinett der Ungarischen Nationalbank, sowie der Verein der Münzen- 
sammler. Die wissenschaftlich orientierte Tätigkeit des letzteren äussert 
sich durch den Verlag von Ausgaben. Das wichtigste Ereignis der 
jüngsten Vergangenheit bedeutet jedoch das Entstehen der Numisma- 
tischen Komission der Akademie der Wissenschaften. Dieses Organ ist 
berufen, seine Aufmerksamkeit auf die Gesamtheit der numismatischen 
Forschung auszudehnen und diese Arbeit planmässiger zu gestalten. 

Das messbare Ergebniss der wissenschaftlichen Tätigkeit bilden die 
erschienenen Studien und selbständigen Werke. Im laufenden Jahr 
erschien der Jahrgang 72-73 (1973-1974) des “Numizmatikai Közlöny”, 
sowie das Heft 1-2 d. J. 1972 der periodischen Ausgabe “Az Erem”. 

Mangels zusammenfassenden Planes erfolgen die numismatischen For- 
schungen noch aufgrund subjektiven Interesses. Als Ergebniss solcher 
persönlicher Forschungen erschienen in der letzten Zeit folgende grösseren 
Werke: 

Im Gebiet der antiken Numismatik ist die Arbeit von Ferenc Redö 
zu erwähnen (Numismatical Sources of the Illyrian Soldier Emperors’ 
religious policy, Budapest 1973), sodann die Studie Peter Vaczy’s (Helm 
und Diadem. Numismatische Beiträge zur Entstehung der byzantini- 
schen Kaiserkrone. Acta Antiqua 20, 1972). 

Im Gebiete der Ungarischen Numismatik erschienen zwei bedeutende 
Werke von Arthur Pohl: “Die Grenzlandprägung”, Graz, 1972 und “Die 
Ungarischen Goldgulden des Mittelalters”, Graz, 1974. Die erstere 
publiziert die Münzprägungen im ôsterreichisch-ungarischen Grenz- 
gebiet am Ende des XV. Jahrhunderts, die zweite ist eine Monogra- 
phie und Corpus-artige Aufarbeitung der Varianten der ungarischen 
Goldgulden des Mittelalters.
